Bowen Searching For Corrections Head 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Gov. Otis R. Bowen has 
started a search for a new corrections commissioner 
after telling Robert P. Heyne that he does not want him 
heading the State Department of Correction in his 
second administration. 
Bowen on Jan. IO becomes the first Indiana governor 
to begin serving a second, consecutive four-year term. 
He and his staff have been reviewing the records of 
incumbent department heads to determine how many 
will stay. The governor has indicated about five changes 
can be expected. 
So far he has disclosed two of those changes. He said 
that on Monday he advised Heyne he would not be 
reappointed 
because 
“the 
departm ent 
needs 
new 
leadership at the top to restore public confidence.” 
E arlier, Bowen had “accepted the resignation” of State 
Police Supt. Robert DeBard. 
Bowen is heading the search for a new police 
superintendent and has limited the applications, about 25 
or 30, to state police or former state police with five or- 
more years of law enforcement administration ex­ 
perience. However, indications are that his search for a 
new corrections commissioner will go outside the State 
Department of Correction for Heyne’s successor.

Fighting Crime Made Easier 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Fighting crime in Indiana 
could be made easier by implementation of a central 
information collection point, a state police official said 
Monday. 
Lt. Jam es Kinder, who heads the state police data 
section, hopes the 1977 Legislature will accept a 
proposal from the Governor’s Commission on Individual 
Privacy. 
“ Right now, if you’re trying to find out if John Doe 
was ever arrested in Indiana, you might have to check 
every police agency in the state,” Kinder said 
The measure he's supporting is a bill to establish a 
mandatory crime reporting system with Indiana State 
Police acting as the central collection point. 
“ Indiana now has no place where we collect crime 
data,” Kinder said "T here’s no central collection point 
There’s no way to determine what kind of crim e rate 
Indiana has.” 
“ In fact, 33 counties don’t even report to the FB I,” 
Kinder said. “There's also a good number of cities that 
don’t report to the FB I.” 
But under the proposal going to the legislature, all 
local law enforcement agencies would be required to 
report crim e data to the state police. 
Actually, such a program was created by the 1971 
Legislature, but it was never implemented because no 
funds were appropriated by the lawmakers 
“How can you fight crim e on a uniform basis if you're 
not sure of trends in crim e?” Kinder said. 


Discrimination Suit Filed Against IliPUI 


FORT WAYNE, Ind (UPI) — A discrimination suit 
was filed Monday against Indiana University by the 
Justice Department, which said the statesupported 
university system discrim inates both on the basis of 
race and sex 
However, the federal court suit specifically dealt with 
just one case — that of a black man who sought 
employment 
at 
the 
Fort 
Wayne 
campus 
o f 
Indiana Purdue University. 
The Justice Departm ent said Famious Williams was 
the victim of racial discrimination because campus 
officials fired him from a part-time job and refused to 
hire him when he applied for other jobs on two separate 
occasions 
The suit said Williams was fired in 1975 from a part­ 
time job he held in the IndianaPurdue veterans affairs 
office, and that the university refused to hire him when 
he applied for the positions of employment opportunity 
developer and coordinator of professional practices. 
The suit names as defendants Indiana University 
President John Ryan and Fort Wayne Chancellor David 
Schwartz 
The Justice Department 
asked 
for 
an 
injunction against any policies and practices that 
promote discrimination. 
According to the Justice Department, all Indiana 
University campuses must “ take affirm ative action” to 
curb discrimination on the basis of race and sex

The unidentified male caller 
threatened to have snipers start 
shooting the Hearst family and 
bodyguards unless Miss Hearst 
was surrendered to a group he

Jacksonian was recently discovered by Mildred R. Ward 
of R.R. 6.

While the 55 mile an hour speed limit has been 
credited with reducing fatality rates on modern high­ 
ways, drivers who use older roads have not yet 
reaped the sim ilar safety benefits. 
The reason is simple. The m argin of safety on 
m odern roads becomes greater at a reduced speed, 
but safety problems on old roads haven’t changed a 
bit. 
In 1974, the first year of the nationwide reduced 
speed lim it, fatality rates on Interstate highways 
dropped over 32 per cent, and to be exact, 32.6 per 
cent. On local roads and streets, however, the ac­ 
cident rate for deaths in the sam e period decreased 
only 1.6 per cent, according to the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration. And since 1974, rates 
have rem ained proportionally the sam e. 
A study on the safety benefits of reduced speed 
lim its found the high speed highway system s ex­ 
periencing large savings and the local rural roads 
showing no improvement. And of course, roads with 
the highest design standards have the lowest accident 
and fatality rates. 
There is no question that the interstate highway 
system has helped prevent accidental highway 
deaths. It is probably the most outstanding example 
of good roadway design and highway safety, being 
credited with saving 60,000 lives since 1956, the first 
year interstate miles were opened. 
But even when complete, the interstate systems in 
the United States will comprise only 2.3 per cent of the 
total 1.8 million miles of paved roads in the nation. Of 
those total miles, it has been estim ated by study 
groups, over 800,000 miles have problems which can 
affect safe driving. Bumps, ruts, potholes, broken 
C 
vem ent, shoulder drop-offs, blind curves, narrow 
ies, steep hills, and obsolete bridges are among the 
most common hazards. 
Even a certain proportion of the interstate highway 
system is wearing out. As of Septem ber of this year, 
37,869 miles open for travel needed resurfacing or 
other improvements. 
It can be rationalized that alm ost any accident was 
caused by the human factor, or driver error. Such 
factors as equipment failure, collisions at blind in­ 
tersections, and head-on crashes at narrow bridges 
fall under the “hum an error’’ category. 
But in fact, the highway environment can lead the 
driver into error, or prevent him from making the 
right decision. 
We in Rush County have been fortunate. We have 
an excellent city street departm ent and an excellent 
county highway departm ent. There are areas that 
need improving, but the local agencies are constantly 
working to improve those situations. 
Driving safety is a three part equation. Safe driving 
habits, safe vehicles, and safe roads help bring the 
fatality rate. For a long time officials have been 
giving too much credit to the reduced speed limit of 
55.

On The Farm Front 
Price Supports 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Agriculture 
D epartm ent, dutifully obeying a 1973 law, 
has announced a 1976 price support program 
for tung nuts although the crop has not been 
produced in the United States in four years 
Spokesmen said, however, that this is the 
last tim e they will have to go through the 
m otions of setting federal supports for a 
crop nobody produces Under the 1973 law, 
tung nut supports will be elim inated after 
this y e a r’s harvest 
Officials form ally announced Tuesday that 
they have set price supports for the 1976 
tung crop at $77.35 a ton 
The support 
program will be carried out by offering 
price support loans on tung oil — which is 


crushed from the nuts — at 28 4 cents a 
pound, the announcem ent said. 
The 1976 support for the phantom tung 
crop is down slightly from the price floor of 
$79 95 a ton for the equally nonexistent 1975 
crop, officials said 
Francis G. Thomason, an official in the 
d epartm ent’s Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, said in an interview 
that no tung oil has been produced from 
Am erican trees since 1972. 
The industry, experts noted, fell victim to

For reasons that presum ably seem valid 
to the publisher!:, the m agazine is touting 
the snowy egret, the blue jay, the sage 
grouse and the great horned owl 
No way. 
I 
have 
nothing 
against 
these 
birds 
them selves. 
Indeed, 
some 
of 
my 
best 
leathered friends are sage grouse. It is their 
nam es that render them ineligible. 
I'm mindful of a dram atic newspaper 
headline I saw after the first moon landing 
The landing craft, you’ll recall, bore the 
nam e of our national bird. 
P icture a headline that said: “The Snowy 


Egret Has Landed.” Is that any way to 
herald an epochal event? 
If we m ust have a stand-by national bird, 
let us try to pick one whose nam e has a ring 
of grandeur. 
The hawk could qualify on that point. But 
while it is undoubtedly a fine figure of a 
bird, the hawk*m ay be too controversial to 
win broad public support. 
M emories of the hawk-dove issue that 
sprang up during the Cuban m issile crisis 
and carried over into the Vietnam w ar are 
still too fresh in our mem ories.

durability. We certainly don’t want a stand- 
in bird that is itself likely to wind up on the 
endangered species roster. 


And for all-around adaptability, no bird 
can m atch the pigeon. 
Like the eagle, the pigeon is a natural 
cliff-dweller.

pigeon has been able to adjust to 
the 
m anm ade cliffs of our cities. 
Not only to adjust but lo persevere over 
persistent and som etim es desperate efforts 
to rid city streets and parks of pigeons. 
Since Am erica is now prim arily an urban 
society, it seem s only fair that the next 
national bird, if there is to be one, should tx* 
the m etropolitan type. 
At this tim e, I'll adm it, a headline reading 
“The Pigeon Has la n d e d ” wouldn't sound 
terribly m ajestic.

‘‘They think they’re just for 
people with a lot of talent, but 
the things we do don’t take any 
special talent at all.

Tole painting is based on 
method, not artistic ability, she 
said. With a proper stroke, a 
minimum amount of paint on 
the brush and careful wiping of

The object of tole painting, 
Mrs. Klein said, is a smooth 
picture that appears to have no 
brush strokes at all.

Mrs. Klein, 38, didn’t know 
anything about art when she 
first started. “If someone had 
asked me what I could do,” she 
said in an interview, “I would 
have said, ‘scrub floors and 
wash diapers,’ because that’s 
all I had ever done. 
“But once I got started, I 
gained confidence. It gives you 
the courage to go on and do 
other things.” 
One of the things she has 
done is open her own business, 
The Idea Shop. It’s a storefront 
studio marked with a bright 
yellow aw ning on the c ity ’s 
south side where Mrs. Klein is 
surrounded with the materials 
and the students of the art she 
loves. 
She talked of tole painting as 
she wandered among half a 
dozen 
students 
involved 
in 
different 
projects 
— 
giving 
encouragement along with her 
instruction. 
( “ Y ou’re 
still 
swishing it too m uch,” she told 
one woman. “Glop it a little 
more.” ) 
Her expertise led to writing 
four 
booklets 
on

other states to help satisfy a 
growing demand for accom ­ 
plished teachers. 
“So many people don’t know 
anything about it,” she said. “I 
was in Ohio and Pennsylvania 
and they’re just starving for it. 
Before I could even get started 
they were asking when I could 
come back. Some were coming 
300 miles for lessons — can you 
imagine that?” 
In 1972 the National Society 
of Tole and Decorative Painters 
was formed, with 84 charter 
members. The society now has 
more than 3,000 painters and 
has a program for designating 
certified degree teachers and 
master teachers to spread the 
art even more.

(UPI) — A Texas A&M chemist 
says more than wood went into 
the violins produced by the old 
masters. 
Dr. 
Joseph 
Nagyvary, 
an 
expert 
in 
biochemistry 
and 
biophysics, said craftsmen in 
the 16th, 17th and 18th centuries 
probably used readily available 
ingredients, such as blood, beer 
and 
manure 
to 
finish 
the 
instruments. 
“The science of materials 
through 
that 
time remained 
fixed on the old alchemistic 
conceptual framework. 
Their 
goals 
were 
pursued 
with 
ingredients of midnight moon 
witchcraft, 
lead 
oxide 
and 
chicken 
manure,” 
Nagyvary 
said. 
He said the world’s 
most 
famous violin maker — Antonio 
Stradivari — wrote his finishing 
formula in the family Bible, but 
it was destroyed by the artist’s 
great-grandson. 
Nagyvary said he developed 
his theory after an historian 
told him about the materials 
used in constructing the Duke 
of Eszterhazy opera house in 
Hungary in the 18th century. 
“All the wooden boards were 
soaked in a mixture of blood, 
dark beer, flax seed and red 
clay. It is not far fetched to 
assum e that the violin wood 
was

similar principles,” Nagyvary 
said.

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Blackmail Is No Way To Get Help With Housework

A working wife who wants 
her husband and children to 
help with the housework is 
more apt to get help if she asks 
for it straightforwardly — even 
if she starts a fight by doing so. 
So says Terrance D. Olson, a 
family and marriage counselor 
and a professor at Brigham 
Young University in Provo, 
Utah. 
Olson calls it blackmail if a 
wife makes pointed remarks 
behind her husband’s back or 
tries subtlety. 
"She could say ‘I’m sick and 
tired of doing all this on my 
own. I need your help.’ 
“Maybe this ... will start a 
fight, 
but it could have a 
positive effect,” Olsen said in 


an interview. “It’s a risk, but it 
ends up being worth taking.” 
He 
said 
research 
shows 
education increases flexibility, 
makes a man more willing to 
be a partner with his wife, to 
help at home as Olson himself 
does with his wife, Karen, 
former schoolteacher. 
“ I know the demands (on 
her) are as great or greater 
than mine at school. I have 
pretty much an 8 to 5 day. Four 
mornings a week, I take one 
daughter to nursery school. It 
gives us some time together If 
I can, I put the kids to bed at 
least three nights a week. It’s 
good for all of us. Ii eases the 
weight of Karen’s day.” 
Olson added that husbands' 
unwillingness to cooperate in

NEW YORK (UPI) - Would 
you believe $20 could be worth 
a million? Well, that’s what the 
most valuable coin in the world 
— the 1907 Indian Head Double 
Eagle gold coin — is insured 
for. But don’t bother searching 
the attic. It’s the only one in 
existence. 
According to an article in the 
January issue of Americana 
magazine, it was one of a few 
$20 gold pieces designed by 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens at the 
request of President Theodore 
Roosevelt. But TR preferred 
another pattern and it was 
never minted. 
In 
1954, 
King 
Farouk 
of 
Egypt, who had bought the coin 
for $9,900 in the 1940s. sold his 
collection of American gold 
pieces at auction. The sales 
catalogue was full of factual 
and typographical errors, and 
the 1907 gold coin was not 
described 
accurately.

result, it went for a paltry 
$3,444

lot of hostility toward men in 
the women’s movement. 
“ Ifs 
backlash. 
We 
are 
getting exactly what we de­ 
serve from the way we have 
treated women. Women have 
been devalued historically in 
this 
country. 
Our 
society 
ridicules men for helping at 
home. Most of them don’t know 
how to do housework, and most 
will avoid anything that makes 
them appear incompetent.” 


Olson, who has five small 
children of his own, believes in 
early 
involvement 
in 
both 
housekeeping and family lei­ 
sure activities. 


If you wait until kids are 
teen-agers, they often become 
rebellious, he said, and parents 


who try brute force only make 
m atters 
worse. 
When 
that 
happens, Olson suggests admit­ 
ting defeat openly: 


“Say ‘I guess I have to admit 
I can’t force you to help to do 
anything 
I need your help; 
things would go more smoothly. 
What are you willing to do?” ’ 


Don’t expect immediate coo­ 
peration, he warned. “Parents 
are only willing to try waiting 
for two or three days, but the 
teen-age lag may be two weeks. 
You’re not going to break a 15- 
year habit in two or three 
days.” 


He calls “Are you willing?” 
the key 
phrase, and 
urges 
parents who give choices to be 
prepared to accept whatever 
answer is given. Otherwise, it’s 
blackmail ngain. 
“You could say, ‘I’m willing 
to drive us to the beach. What 
are you willing to do?’ Your 
child or children might volun­ 
teer to mow the lawn or pack 
the lunch to take to the beach.” 
Be prepared to fail initially, 
he said. If you do, “You might 


say, ‘It looks like it’s not going 
to work this time. Let’s try 
again next week.’ I predict a 
more cooperative tone the next 
time because you haven’t tried 
force the first time.” 
Sometimes inaction works. If 
you 
have 
been 
quarreling, 
harping, complaining, try si­ 
lence instead, he advised. 
He said one of the most 
effective ways of stopping a 
quarrel is by talking about the 
quarrelers with someone else in 


their presence. He and co- 
counselors work as a team to 
do just that. 
Family cooperation is more 
common at middle to lower 
economic 
levels, 
he 
said, 
sometimes from necessity, the 
survival instinct. 
As people get more discre­ 
tionary income, he said, they 
begin to look outside the home 
for fulfillment. Then family 
orientation begins again at the 
wealthy level. 
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
